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PREFACE 


During the past decade artistic type¬ 
writing has branched into various divisions 
and subdivisions. One of the most interest¬ 
ing and most practical of these is lettering 
or printing. The art of combining various 
letters and characters on the typewriter key¬ 
board with the correct number and sequence of 
white spaces may be popularly referred to as 
’’typrinting,” a combination of the words . 
n typewriter” and ’’printing.” 

This type of printing has a number of 
distinct advantages over that executed by 
hand—whether by pen and ink or by paint and 
brush.- Because of the precision of the type¬ 
writer mechanism, greater accuracy, neatness, 
and symmetry are possible. For example, if 
letters are to be one-half inch square, all 
the typewriter artist has to do is to make 
all letters five character or space strokes 
horizontally (six if elite type is used) and 
three spaces vertically. Because the type¬ 
writer ribbon is far less likely to smear 
than ink or paint, greater neatness is bound 
to be the result. Ana because the sizes of 
the strokes making up the letters printed do 
not vary, the symmetrical makeup is sure to 
benefit. 

The styles shown in this manual are by 
no means the only ones. They are merely 
suggestive. The possibilities in varieties 
of ’’typrinting” are almost limitless. 

There are a multiplicity of uses and 
users for art-typed lettering, the chief of 
which are listed on the following page.
